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Snow days bring 
low... and chaos 


A MIXTURE of festive 
cheer and yuletide chaos 
hit the Ely area as heavy 
snow blanketed the reg¬ 
ion. 

Thousands of youngsters 
enjoyed an early start to the 
Christmas break when their 
schools were closed last 
Friday. 

In view of poor travelling con¬ 
ditions and a lack of heating, 
dozens of schools in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire shut their doors, 
including the City of Ely Comm¬ 
unity College, Soham Village 
College and Mepal and Witcham 
Primary School. 

But the snow did not just bring 
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fun and games to the region. 

Many parts of Cambridgeshire, 
including Ely, Little Downham, 
Witcham, Chatteris, Mepal and 
Christchurch were left without 
power for three days, with supplies 
only restored on Sunday night. 

EDF Energy said engineers 
worked as quickly as possible “in 
difficult conditions” to restore 
supplies to customers who had 
been without power from Thurs¬ 
day night. 

A spokesman said: “We also kept 
them updated of progress, by 
phone. 

“We believe that all power supp¬ 
lies which were lost on Thursday 



have now been restored. This work 
was completed throughout the 
weekend, with the final supplies 
restored by 8.20pm on Sunday 
night. 

“However, we would urge any¬ 
one still without power to please let 
us know on 0800 7838838. 

“We do appreciate how difficult 
it can be to lose power for such a 
long time, especially in cold 
weather, and apologise for the 
inconvenience caused.” 

Elsewhere, the snow was just the 
thing to get people in the Christ¬ 
mas spirit. 

Families and teenagers took to 
their local parks, village greens and 
other open spaces to let off some 
steam in the snow. 

On Ely’s Cherry Hill, youngsters 
could be seen tobogganing and 
sledging down the slopes while 
others bombarded each other with 
snowballs. 

People also gathered on Palace 
Green to make snowmen, snow 
angels and to admire the cath¬ 
edral’s snow-covered stonework. 

Teenagers Beckie Mitchell and 
Cambden Woollven, from Little- 
port and Ely, decided to make a 
snowman just outside the cath¬ 
edral. 

They said: “Because we don’t get 
snow very often it means everyone 
wants to be out in it. 

“It’s been really fun.”

imprisoned by inadequacies 
and failures; fear that can 
drive people to irrational and 
ruthless behaviour. 

No wonder Jesus 
repeatedly says “Fear not”, for 
it is the removal of fear that 
allows human beings to grow 
into the people that God 
wants them to be. 

It is love that casts out fear, 
it is love which comes to us in 
the child at Bethlehem, that 
allows us - if we will accept it 
and make it part of ourselves 
- to grow into fully mature 
human beings. 


This is my last year here in 
Ely. I cannot tell you how 
much I have appreciated the 
privileges and opportunities 
which such a role affords, of 
serving the Diocese and the 
University of Cambridge in a 
unique way. 

I shall leave full of gratitude 
for all that is past, for the 
opportunities and 
responsibilities that have 
come my way as Bishop of 
Ely and for all the support 
and friendship that I have 
received over the past 
decade.”

Waterside bid 
for promotion 


TOURISTS could be miss¬ 
ing out on visiting Ely’s 
“hidden gems” due to a 
lack of signage. 

Community leaders are calling 
for more signs to be put up 
around the city directing visitors 
to the Waterside area. 

Although there are various 
finger-post signs located in 
Market Place and High Street, 
businesses at Waterside say the 
signage needs to be improved. 

They fear tourists are flocking 
to attractions such as Oliver 
Cromwell House, Ely Museum 
and Ely Cathedral and do not 
realise that The Makings, 
Waterside Antiques, Peacocks 
and The Cutter Inn are down by 
the river’s edge. 

Artist Ted Coney, who runs Ted 
Coney’s Family Portraits, on 
Waterside, said: “There are some 
signs dotted around but I 
definitely think there needs to be 
clearer ones. 

“Waterside is one of Ely’s most 
historic, beautiful areas and is 
full of places to see, eat and 
relax. 

“Once people have browsed 
the city centre and visited the 
cathedral we need to be en¬ 
couraging them down Forehill, 
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where there are so many goodies 
on offer. 

“From there, signs can direct 
them down to Waterside, which 
is where all the hidden gems are. 

“The only way we can make 
sure that people know where 
everything is would be to have 
larger, clearer signs.” 

A spokesman at The Boat¬ 
house, which is also on Water¬ 
side, said: “More signs would 
obviously be great as there is so 
much on offer down on Water¬ 
side. 

“It would be a shame to think 
people could miss out on things 
because they don’t know where 
everything is. 

“Bigger, bolder signs labelling 
all the attractions down here 
would be great.” 

As well as the pubs and rest¬ 
aurants, there are also art 
galleries including the Babylon 
Gallery and river cruises on offer. 

Caroline Cawley, marketing 
manager at the Babylon, said: 
“We’re fortunate that we have a 
tourist finger-post sign which 
helps direct people down to the 
Babylon. 


“But more, clearer signs would 
ensure people know exactly what 
is down here. 

“The Waterside area of Ely is a 
gem with plenty on offer 
throughout the year, whether it’s 
enjoying a film at Ely Cinema, 
spending a while browsing 
antiques or following the eel 
trail.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, which would be respon¬ 
sible for erecting the signs, said it 
realised that it needed to 
promote the Waterside area 
more. 

However, businesses have 
been told that a lack of cash 
meant new signs could not be 
erected immediately. 

Tracey Harding, team leader 
for tourism and town services, 
said: “If Ely is to continue to 
grow and prosper in the years to 
come then we know we need to 
make more of our riverside. 

“The draft Ely Masterplan has 
already identified the different 
ways we can improve access to 
the river which we will look to 
implement in the future. 

“But given the budget press¬ 
ures on the council at the mom¬ 
ent it is unlikely these changes 
will take place immediately.”

Man in court 
over burglary 

A BURGLAR who was 
arrested after being 
caught in the act by his 
victim has appeared in 
court.

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COUNCIL chiefs are 
being blasted for failing to 
grit pedestrianised areas 
across East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Outrage has hit the streets of 
Ely and its surrounding villages 
after Cambridgeshire County 
Council gritted the region’s 
roads but failed to do the same 
on footpaths and shopping 
areas. 

People were left slipping and 
sliding across Ely’s city centre 
over the weekend as thick ice 
built up on surfaces. 

Market Place, Fore Hill, High 
Street, Market Street and The 
Cloisters were all left without 
grit, leaving them in “lethal” 
conditions, according to resi¬ 
dents and shoppers. 

Furious Ely resident Brenda 
Williams, of Broad Street, said: 
“The council should be ash¬ 
amed of itself. Every footpath 
and walk-way in Ely was thick 
with ice on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day, with no grit or salt in sight. 

“People, including myself, 
were slipping all over the place 
and it was extremely difficult to 
get from A to B.” 

Andrew Simpson, 66, of Vict¬ 
oria Street, described the 
conditions as “disgraceful”. 

He said: “The council claims 
to care for its residents yet there 
we were over the weekend with 
not a safe surface in sight to 
walk on.

Frederick Holder 
and his partner Pat 
Micheletti, from Surr¬ 
ey, were visiting Ely 
when the snow fell. 

Mr Holder said: 
“The cathedral is 
stunning as it is but 
there is something 
extra special about it 
in the snow. The 
whole city looks so 
picturesque and we 
couldn’t have visited 
at a nicer time.” 

People were also 
warned to only travel 
if their journeys were 
vital, with many roads 
reported as treach¬ 
erous. 


A number of cars 
ended up skidding off 
the roads, causing 
delays for other mot¬ 
orists but no serious 
accidents were report¬ 
ed. 

The Met Office said 
that around six inches 
of snow fell in the Ely 
area in total. 

Cambridgeshire 
Police are still urging 
motorists to take extra 
care in the snow. 

A spokesman said: 
“Anyone who must 
travel is urged to drive 
to the conditions, 
keep a sensible dist¬ 
ance from other 
vehicles and stay in a 



high gear. 

“Motorists are also 
advised to keep a 
shovel in their vehicle, 
carry a mobile phone 


where possible and 
carry additional water 
and a blanket.” 

Waste and recycling 
collections were 
suspended on Friday 
due to the weather. 

Liz Knox, head of 
environment services 
at ECDC, said: “We 
apologise for the 
suspension of the 
waste and recycling 
service in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire but I am 
sure residents under¬ 
stand it would be 
difficult for the crews 
to operate on streets 
and roads which were 
icy or covered in 
snow.” 


walk-ways in such horrific 
weather conditions is a joke. 

“But the fact elderly ladies 
and small children could, and 
may have, slipped over because 
the paths were so disgraceful is 
far from a joke.” 

Footpaths in Soham, Little- 
port and the majority of villages 
in the region were also ignored. 

Traders and shopkeepers in 
the city have also hit out at the 
council after “treacherous” 
pavements put people off 
coming out on what was meant 
to be their busiest weekend of 
the year. 

A spokeswoman from Age 
Concern, on Ely’s High Street 
Passage, said: “The amount of 
shoppers we had complaining 


about the state of the paths 
outside was unreal. 

“People told us they had 
slipped all over the place and I 
am surprised there were no 
casualties. The council should 
have gritted all footpaths so that 
pedestrians were safe.” 

Wilkinson’s, in The Cloisters, 
said it was “inundated” with 
customers grumbling about the 
state of the city’s footpaths. 

A spokeswoman added: “It is 
worrying that people’s safety 
was at risk, as it quite clearly 
was. 

“Everywhere should have 
been gritted and then the 
shopping areas wouldn’t have 
been like an ice rink.” 

Richard Kingston, from the 


county council’s highways 
department, said: “Over two 
tonnes of grit were spread over 
the pavements of Ely on Friday 
and crews were out and about 
on Monday laying another two 
tonnes of grit on the paths in 
the city. 

“We are also in the process of 
restocking the grit bins 
throughout Ely which have 
been depleted over the week¬ 
end. 

“Given the wintry conditions 
are likely to continue over the 
next few days, we strongly 
advice pedestrians to take care 
as they walk as, despite the 
weight of grit which is laid, 
there will inevitably be some 
areas where ice remains.”

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Trail date is set for 
pits clean-up case 


A BUSINESSMAN accused 
of failing to remove un¬ 
authorised building work 
from an Ely beauty spot has 
denied the charges. 

Jeremy Tyrrell, the owner of 
Roswell Pits, hit the headlines 
earlier this year after East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
announced he could face a fine of 
up to £20,000. 

The council served him with a 
court summons for allegedly 
defying an enforcement order 
issued last year. 

Mr Tyrrell had been told by the 
district council to remove cabling, 
piping, concrete slabs and hard¬ 
core from the pits by October 1, as 
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they had been installed without 
planning permission. 

The site has also since been 
designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI), protect¬ 
ing it from future development. 

An appeal against the notice 
was dismissed by a planning 
inspector earlier this year but the 
deadline for the remedial work 
was allegedly breached. 

Appearing at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Tuesday, Mr Tyrrell 
pleaded not guilty to the council’s 
charges. 

A trial date has been set for 


Tuesday, February 23. 

Jeanette Thompson, head of the 
council’s legal and democratic 
services, said: “We obviously want 
this case to be resolved as soon as 
possible, but unless the company 
change their plea this case will 
now go to court and it will be for 
the magistrates to decide.” 

Mr Tyrrell is also currently app¬ 
ealing against English Nature’s 
designation of the pits as an SSSI, 
which he claims is “over the top”. 

A decision on the appeal has 
been postponed pending the 
outcome of a Supreme Court 
ruling. 

Mr Tyrrell was unavailable for 
comment.

City of Ely Council is now 
urging residents to keep an eye 
out for those responsible. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “Ninety-nine 
point nine per cent of people 
appreciate how beautiful the tree 
and Ely’s Christmas display looks, 
but there are always those few 
people who want to ruin it for 
everyone else. 

“So much hard work goes into

making the festive season special 
and this is just so annoying. 

“If anyone sees people fiddling 
with the tree or taking any baub¬ 
les, we urge them to call us.” 

The tree has metal barriers 
around its base for health and 
safety reasons but it is thought 
thieves are leaning over and 
reaching up as high as they can. 

Cllr Hobbs added: “There’s 
nothing we can really do - we 
can’t cage the whole tree off or 
anything. 

“We also can’t sit there shotgun

0AP struck by car dies In hospital 


A 93-YEAR-OLD man who was seriously 
injured after being struck by a car in 
Soham has died.

The East Anglian Air Ambulance was launched 
after the accident, which happened at around 
9.45am on Saturday, December 5. 

The driver of the vehicle, a 21-year-old man 
from Soham, was uninjured in the collision. 

A member of staff from the Co-Op store, located 
just yards from where the accident occurred, 
described the man’s death as “devastating”. 

He added: “It is really sad news. 

“I did not know him at all but when this 


happens right on your doorstep it is awful. 

“The accident really affected Soham and a lot of 
people were speaking about it in the shop. 

“The fact he is 93 years old makes it even worse 
somehow.” 

A member of staff from the town’s post office, 
also on High Street, added: “This is really sad news. 
The man used to come in regularly. 

“There will be a lot of people saddened at this, 
especially because of his age and the circum¬ 
stances in which he died."

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Disabled dealer 
is spared prison

A PARAPLEGIC who took 
Ecstasy pills in a bizarre 
bid to regain the use of his 
legs has been spared a jail 
sentence after a judge 
ruled a prison could not 
cater for his needs. 

Stewart Murray, of Padnal 
Bank, Littleport, had faced the 
prospect of a “substantial” jail 
sentence after he was caught 
with 347 Ecstasy tablets in a car 
in Fitzgerald Place, Cambridge, 
on April 8 this year. 

But the 22-year-old left court 
with only a 12-month curfew 
community order after Judge 
Anthony Bate said a custodial 
sentence was “impracticable” 
given his round-the-clock med¬ 
ical needs. 

Murray almost died when his 
scooter was in collision with a 
car driven by Ella Vasey in 
Impington in November 2006. 

Vasey had not seen the bike 
and Murray suffered terrible 
multiple injuries, including a 
broken jaw, two broken arms 
and a collapsed lung. 

His aorta was ruptured, which 
prevented oxygen getting to his 
spinal cord and paralysed him 
from the waist down. 

During his stay in Stoke Mand- 
eville Hospital in Bucking¬ 
hamshire, he heard that taking 
Ecstasy, or MDMA, could aid his

recovery. 

Jim Earle, mitigating, said: 
“There he heard that taking 
MDMA could stimulate the 
nervous system and assist in 
recovering movement. 

“He consumed an unusually 
large amount to cope with his 
paraplegia.” 

He added that Murray, who 
admitted possession of a class A 
drug with intent to supply, had 
stolen the Ecstasy from a youth 
in Scotland, where he lived until 
he was 18. 


Murray, formerly of Histon, 
gave pills to friends when they 
wanted them but insists he did 
not receive any money. 

The court heard he dreamt of 
joining the Army but now hoped 
scientific progress could revive 
his legs' mobility and in the 
meantime planned to invest 
money and “become a million¬ 
aire”. 

Judge Anthony Bate - who 
read and distributed accounts of 
Murray’s recovery from the 
Weekly News website during the 
hearing - said the offence would 
usually attract a tough custodial 
sentence. 

He said: “Even with full credit 
for an early guilty plea, those 
involved in low-level class A drug 
trafficking must ordinarily 
expect to receive a substantial 
prison sentence.” 

He added, however, that med¬ 
ical experts at HMP Peter¬ 
borough had concluded they 
could not take Murray owing to 
his “round-the-clock intimate 
needs”. 

“Accordingly a sentence of 
imprisonment, whether immed¬ 
iate or suspended, is impract¬ 
icable.” 

Murray was given a 12-month 
community order, which in¬ 
cludes a night-time curfew and 
supervision. 

Vasey, who lived in Cambridge 
at the time of the crash and had 
played cricket for Histon, was 
fined £150 and had five penalty 
points put on her licence for 
careless driving in June 2007.

Wildlife flourishes in 
fens with extra water 


W icken Fen 

Nature Reserve 
has become 
the most species-rich 
reserve in the UK. 

The reserve’s species list 
grew to a record-breaking 
8,230 throughout 2009. 

New to the records this 
year were the squacco heron, 
four species of moth, 43 
species of lichen and 35 
species of nematode worm. 

The first ever recorded 
breeding of avocets also took 
place on the reserve this year, 
with three pairs calling the 
Fen their home. 

Other feathered highlights 
included stonechats 
breeding on the reserve for 
the first time in 70 years, 
together with at least two 
pairs of rare bearded tits. 

The arrival in spring of a 
squacco heron, normally 
resident of the warmer 
climes of Southern Europe, 
created great interest 
amongst twitchers who 
flocked to the reserve to 
catch a glimpse. 

Studies conducted during 
the summer by researchers

from the University of East 
Anglia also found healthy 
populations of water voles in 
many of the ditches, both on 
the classic fen and across the 
Wicken Vision lands, despite 
a nationwide decline in the 
small mammal. 

Dr Stuart Warrington, the 
trust’s regional conservation 
advisor for the East of 
England, said: “We are seeing 
lots of interesting wildlife 
colonising the reserve, 
especially where we have 
added water, such as the 
ditches, ponds and pools. 

“These species range from 
the larger and more visible 
birds and mammals, such as 
water vole, herons, waders 
and warblers, down to lots of 
rare (and tiny) water beetles. 

“The Konik ponies and 
Highland cattle that graze 
much of the Vision land do 
seem to make great habitats 
for other wildlife.” 

In April, more than 56,000 
wildlife records for Wicken 
Fen dating back nearly 180

Bollards up 
to keep out 

‘pesky’ cars 


BOLLARDS have been put up to 
prevent “pesky” motorists parking 
outside Ely Cathedral. 

Both cathedral staff and residents living 
near Palace Green have praised East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for taking 
action. 

The council erected the bollards last 
Thursday following complaints about 
people parking outside Ely Cathedral 
Centre and Palace Green residents’ 
driveways. 

Instead of paying for parking elsewhere 
in the city, motorists were leaving their 
vehicles alongside the green and blocking 
off people’s gardens. 

Residents also argued that the parked 
cars were spoiling the cathedral’s image 
and their view of the green. 

A member of cathedral staff said: “The 
cathedral did complain to the council, as 
did residents, about people constantly 
parking their cars around Palace Green. 

"Not only were they not meant to be 
doing it but it was causing all sorts of 
problems for residents getting in and out 
of their own homes. 

“The green is such a beautiful open 
space as well so we think it is unfair for 
cars to be able to line up alongside it.” 

A nearby resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “Everyone is delighted the 
bollards have been put up. 

“Now we don’t have pesky drivers 
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leaving their cars outside our homes for 
hours on end. 

“They were also ruining the image of the 
cathedral and the green, which are two of 
Ely’s most beautiful and historic assets.” 

Jan Munt, education officer at the cath¬ 
edral centre, added: “It is only fair on the 
residents that these bollards have been put 
up. 

“Who can blame them for being 
unhappy at cars being parked so close to 
their homes and the cathedral? 

“Some of our staff did used to park there 
too as nobody knew what the laws were. 
Now at least everyone knows where they 
stand.” 

A district council spokesman said the 
authority had received “numerous 
complaints” about the issue. 

He said: “We have spoken to local 
residents, the Ely Perspective and the 
cathedral regarding the best way to deal 
with the problem. 

“All agreed that by putting drop down 
bollards in at the entrance to Palace Green 
we would be able to ensure the road can 
still be accessed by emergency vehicles 
and residents who live there. 

“Those seeking to park in the city centre 
will be directed to nearby car parks.”

Revellers urged 
to party safely 


EAST Cambridgeshire residents 
are being urged to take sensible 
precautions when out enjoying 
the Christmas festivities. 

The warning conies as traditionally 
there is an increase in reported rapes 
over the Christmas period. Alcohol 
features in almost half (45 per cent) of 
the cases reported. 

Detective Inspector Debbie Howard 
said: “People shouldn’t be worried about 
going out and having a good time but it 
is always important to take sensible 
precautions such as drinking in mod¬ 
eration and staying with friends. 

“Christmas should be a memorable 
time when people enjoy socialising and 
catching up with friends and family 

“However, this could potentially be 
ruined if people drink too much or leave 
themselves vulnerable to a criminal. 

“All we ask is that people drink sen¬ 
sibly and stay safe by taking common- 
sense precautions.” 

To reduce the risk of becoming a 
victim of crime, always: 

■ Plan the night in advance. Think about 
how to get home and put the number of 
a licensed taxi into your phone so you 
have it if you need it. 

■ If you cannot get a lift home and need 
to get to public transport or a taxi, take 
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the following action - ensure you check 
the train or bus timetable before you go 
out so you know when the last service 
leaves. If you have to wait for a bus or 
train, do so in a well-lit area and sit as 
close to the driver as possible. 

■ People relying on a taxi to get home 
should consider booking in advance 
with a reputable company and taking 
other precautions such as ensuring the 
taxi is from the company it was ordered 
from and asking the driver who they are 
picking up. Many taxi companies offer a 
call-back facility which allows the 
customer to wait inside until the taxi 
arrives. 

■ While they are out, revellers should 
also guard against having their drink 
spiked. To be safe, people should never 
leave their drink unattended or accept a 
drink from anyone they do not know or 
have only just met. The most commonly 
used substance with which to spike a 
drink is alcohol. 

■ People should also look after their 
friends and if someone appears to be 
unusually intoxicated they should not be 
left alone.

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Watch out for sharks 


WHAT may seem like a good deal can 
quickly turn into a nightmare if you 
fall victim to a loan shark - otherwise 
known as an illegal money lender, or 
doorstep lender. 

They will typically charge huge sums for 
their illegal service - the highest recorded 
annual interest rate was an astronomical 
117,000 per cent. 

And if you can’t pay up, they can get 
violent. 

The illegal money lending team at East of 
England Trading Standards are issuing a 
warning to customers to be aware of the 
perils of borrowing from such sources. 

A spokesman said: “Although they appear 
friendly at first, when their ‘clients’ struggle 
to pay they can become violent. 

“As money ‘owed’ to a loan shark is not 
legally enforceable they frequently resort to 
intimidation and violence to get back what 
they think they are owed.” 

So what are the tell-tale signs when trying 
to spot an illegal money lender? The 
government’s Stop Loan Sharks project 
highlights a number of things to look out 
for. 

“Loan sharks tend to operate in a small 
community and will start out being friendly 
and offering to help with financial 
problems,” said the spokesman. 

“They rarely offer any paperwork and if 
they get their clients to sign a document the 
client will rarely get a copy. They can often 
randomly add fees to the amount owed.” 

Marie-Claire Berreen, Barclays comm¬ 
unity investment manager, said: “Research 
shows that many people who encounter 
loan sharks would consider them to be a 
friend. This means that many people don’t 
know they are borrowing from a loan shark. 

“There are many ways to borrow money 
affordably and legally such as credit unions. 
Credit unions are financial co-operatives 
owned and controlled by their members.

What’s the big idea? Help fill in gap 


A PATCH of waste ground could soon 
be transformed into a quirky village 
focal point. 

Residents in Haddenham are being 
urged to get their thinking caps on 
and come up with ideas to enhance 
an unused area in the centre of the 
village.

He said: “Residents of all ages 
have been so imaginative and we 
have had some great ideas for this 
desolate area. 

“It all started as a result of the 
parish plan two years ago, which 
asked residents what they wanted 
sorting out in their village. 

“Some of the requests were that 
we needed more benches, footpaths 
and other things like that but more 
than half of our replies focused on 
this piece of wasted space on the 
corner of the crossroads. 

“It has been like this since around 


1900 so it is about time we gave it 
some life.” 

Villagers have launched The Big 
Idea project to encourage people to 
come up with a range of ideas for the 
space. To date, more than 50 people 
and local organisations have made 
suggestions. 

Mr Hull, who has lived in the 
village since 1975, said: “Things are 
now starting to come together. In the 
New Year, we will be moving a step 
forward and taking our ideas to the 
local authorities. 

“Obviously, we need permission to 
do whatever we end up doing with 
the space and it would be great to 
just have something that the whole of 
Haddenham could be proud of.”

“It’s crazy how much life has 
changed since I was playing those 
dingy clubs back in Scotland!” he 
says, as we chat. 

“It’s just nice that I’ve got my 
break and been able to make a 
success of it because I always had 
fears I might have been a disaster 
and the critics might not have liked 
me. Anything could have gone 
wrong, or maybe I couldn’t have 
coped with the demands of the 
schedule. You know it’s a hard job to 
do, so I’m delighted that I’ve 
managed to make such a good run of 
it.” 

Prior to getting his big break on the 
BBC reality show Any Dream Will Do, 
Edinburgh-born singer Craig had tried 
pretty much every avenue to get into 
showbusiness. The 27-year-old, who 
says he could sing before he could 
talk, had performed with male strip 
troupe G-Force, delighting ladies’

nights and holiday park crowds. He’d 
had a top 10 hit with the boy band No 
Reason, performing alongside the 
likes of Blue, McFly, Sugababes and 
Girls Aloud. Craig even got into the 
last 30 for the reality show Pop Idol, 
which was eventually won by 
Michelle McManus. 

“I’d been trying to break into the 
business for years,” he recalls. “I’ve 
played dingy clubs on nights when 
it’s been peeing with rain and no-one 
wants to know, and you wonder why 
you even bothered. But you just have 
to keep trying because for every one 
of me, there’s thousands of others 
that want to do the same thing. You 
just need the right person to see you 
and believe in you.” 

For Craig, that person was 
renowned West End producer Bill 
Kenwright, a judge on the show Any 
Dream Will Do, who championed the 
Scottish star, even though, with no 
musical training, he was the 
underdog. Craig recalls: “I was 
banging my head against a brick wall 
in the mid-part of the show but Bill 
took me away by myself to the 
theatre - and helped me to turn 
around my performance. He’s really 
taken me under his wing and 
mentored me.” 

Although Lee Mead went on to 
win the series and, with it, the 


starring role in the West End show 
Joseph, it wasn’t long before Craig 
was reunited with his coat of many 
colours when Bill decided his 
protege was perfect to play Joseph 
in his touring version of the show he 
calls his ‘juggernaut of joy’. 

Craig still remembers the opening 
night nerves. “That first night was 
something else,” he says with a 
slight shudder. “I can remember it 
very well. It was pretty scary at the 
time, but it’s good now to have two 
years’ experience under my belt and 
be able to not be so nervous these 
days, which means I can express 
myself, relax and enjoy it a lot 
more.” 

Clearly, the singer has grown into 
the role and critics have had nothing 
but praise for his performances, with 
Craig being dubbed a “dream 
Joseph”, and the Independent 
describing the show as a “deliriously 
droll, technicolor triumph”. 

Cambridgeshire folk have the 
chance to judge for themselves this 
Christmas as the show, which retells 
the Biblical story of Joseph, his 11 
brothers and the coat of many 
colours, is running at the Corn 
Exchange for three-weeks. 

So how is Craig different from 
previous Josephs, played by Phillip 
Schofield, Jason Donovan or Darren

Craig and his girlfriend Jennifer 
Smith, who drives up and down the 
country at the weekends to see him ; 
recently got engaged and are 
planning a wedding next year. 

Craig’s contract with Joseph 
finishes in July, and, with his 
wedding in September, he says it 
seems the perfect time to bow out 
gracefully. “It’s been an amazing 
experience, from the TV show 
through to selling out the Edinburgh 
Playhouse for six weeks that first 
Christmas, which was a record- 
breaking run. Things like that you 
reflect on and it means so much.’

Work off festive excess 
and get out in the gaden 


I t may be cold outside, 
but that’s no excuse for 
not donning your 
wellies and giving your 
garden some TLC over 
the festive season - 
working off the worst of 
the Christmas excesses in 
the process. 

So says gardening gum Chris 
Beardshaw, award-winning 
designer and a regular on BBC 
Gardeners’World. 

He believes you can still plant 
and prune shrubs and grow veg 
during the cooler months, and 
has compiled some top tips to 
keep gardeners busy 
throughout Christmas: 

■ Prune grape vines: 

A ruthless approach is 
required to keep vines in check 
and fruiting. On plants more 
than three years old, prune all 
of this season’s growth back to 
within one bud of old wood to 
encourage fresh growth next 
spring, on which fmit will be 
carried. 

■ Plant holly: 

If the ground is not too hard, 
holly can provide valuable 
future resources for wildlife in 
your garden. The common

holly, Ilex aquifolium, loves soil 
in which moisture is always 
present, so incorporate plenty 
of well-rotted compost before 
planting. Not only does the 
evergreen foliage offer good 
nesting sites for birds, but the 
flowers are rich in nectar and 
the berries are popular with 
songbirds. Remember, though, 
that more than one plant will be 
required for berries to form, as 
male and female flowers are 
carried on different plants. To 
be sure of berries, plant only 
cultivars of which the sex is 
known. ‘Argentea Marginata’ is 
a good female with white 
variegated edges and carries 
scarlet berries. 

■ Introduce mistletoe to your 
garden: 

It takes patience as mistletoe 
can sometimes take up to two 


years to germinate, but it will be 
worth it. The most successful 
introductions occur where the 
ripe berries are taken from a 
mistletoe plant growing on the 
same host species as the one in 
your garden. The most 
common hosts include apples, 
lime, hawthorn and poplar. 
Harvest fresh berries from the 
mistletoe, wipe them clean of 
the viscous sap, and press the 
seed into the deep fissures of 
the bark of the potential host 
around the junction of 
branches and boughs. It’s worth 
trying with several seeds, and at 
least two plants are required to 
produce berries as mistletoe 
can be male or female. 

■ Grow carrots: 

One of the real attractions of 
the carrot is that it can be sown 
from mid-winter through to 
autumn, so provides almost 
year-round cropping. For mid¬ 
winter sowings use the hardy 
Amsterdam’ and 'Nantes’ 
varieties that are labelled as 
'treated', which means they 
have been graded and 
fungicide-treated to ensure 
effective germination. Sow 
thinly, 1cm deep, in any soil 
enriched with plenty of organic 
matter, then cover the seed 
drills with a polythene cloche to 


encourage germination. 
Cropping can start as early as 
mid-spring. 

■ Plant shallots 

There are now no more 
excuses for forgetting when to 
plant shallots, as they are 
planted on the shortest day, 
December 21, and harvested on 
the longest, June 21. This only 
applies to sets (juvenile bulbs), 
but these are the most efficient 
way of producing a crop. Plant 
the bulbs with necks just below 
the soil surface in well- 
cultivated soil and in full sun, 
and cover with a layer of 
horticultural fleece till early 
spring to help insulate and 
promote growth.

A CLASS of design students 
have gone some way to proving 
that a high-visibility vest doesn’t 
have to be a fashion faux pas in 
an effort to raise awareness of 
roadside safety among young 
motorists. 

Car care company, Comma, 
has been urging motorists to 
carry a hi-vis vest in their cars, 
as more than 180 people are 
killed or seriously injured each 
year by the side of the road. 

Research has shown that 
young people are among those 
most at risk of an accident by 
the side of the road, with people 
under 25 accounting for more 
than 40 per cent of the fatalities 
and injuries in the last 12 
months. 

Comma commissioned the 18

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
